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Field of the Invention 

The present invention relates to novel polypeptides that are targets of small 
molecule drugs and that have properties related to stimulation of biochemical or 

25 physiological responses in a cell, a tissue, an organ or an organism. More particularly, 
the novel polypeptides are gene products of novel genes, or are specified biologically 
active fragments or derivatives thereof. Methods of use encompass diagnostic and 
prognostic assay procedures as well as methods of treating diverse pathological 
conditions. The present invention discloses novel associations of proteins and 

30 polypeptides and the nucleic acids that encode them with various diseases or pathologies. 
The proteins and related proteins that are similar to them, are encoded by a cDNA and/or 
by genomic DNA. The proteins, polypeptides and their cognate nucleic acids were 
identified by Curagen Corporation in certain cases.
